—'The  sanitary  coimnission  from  Bnenos 
Aires,  whicli  was  appointed  to  enquire  into 
the  bubonic  oiilbreHk  in  Rosfirio,  received 
order.s  on  the  aotli  in.st.  to  relnrn  to  Hnenos 
Aires,  the  cases  havinjf  come  to  an  end. 
Rosario  is  by  no  means  a  clean  city,  but  from 
its  healthy  position  its  inhabitants  enjoy  good 
health  for  the  most  part.  The  bubonic  plagne 
has  been  no  more  prominent  tlierc  than  in 
Rio.  hut  typhoid  fever  is  answeralile  for  a 
large  jietcentage  of  deaths.

— AccordiiiLT  to  tbe  5/i^'i<?  of  yesterday  it  is 
already  certain  that  six  leading  European 
firms  will  present  tenders  for  tbe  construction 
of  the  new  port  of  Montevideo  on  July  31st  the 
dale  fiNtd  for  the  opening  of  tenders,  Mr. 
Guerard,  it  is  added,  has  concluded  tbe  draft- 
ing of  the  definite  plans  for  the  port,  as  also 
of  the  modifications  introduced  in  tbe  coit- 
dilions  for  tender.

Tenders  are 
also  ex|H'Cted  from  two  leading  biinses  of 
Berlin  and  Hamburg,  who  have  been  induced 
to  inleresl  llieniselves  by  Herr  Kumnier,  one 
of  the  directors  of  the  surveys,  The  German 
minister  of  coninierce  is  also  said  to  be  exert- 
ing himself  lo  induce  German  firms  toiuterest 
themselves  in  the  business.

— In  April,  1S99,  ill  a  bowling  alley  in  Culle 
San  Jose,  tliere  whs  a  violent  quarr;;!  over 
some  trivial  incident,  between  tlie  two  men 
Jnui  Gracioso  and  p'elix  Faldeniqne.  A 
knite  was  used,  and  Faldeniqne  was  severely 
staltbsd  in  two  places,  dying  from  the  wounds 
same  diiys  later.  Gracioso  fled,  and  was  not 
captured  without  considerable  trouble.  What 
luijipened  in  the  first  trial  we  do  not 
reuu-mber,  but  in  the  second  he  was  found 
guilty  and  seiiteiieed  to  the  punishment  (quite 
inadeqiiiite)  of  nine  years'  imi)risoninent.  The 
third  and  last  trial  lias  just  taken  place  before 
the  Superior  Tribunal,  Tbe  verdict  was 
substantially  lo  the  effect  that  it  was  "  not 
proven"  that  Gracioso  was  the  auLliur  of  the 
wounds,  In  accordance  with  this  the  judges 
acquitted  him,  at  tbe  same  lime  expressing 
their  disagreement  with  tbe  finding,  which  is 
equivalent  to  saying  that  they  believe  the  man 
was  guilty  of  the  murder  and  ought  to  have 
been  punished,  It  is  useless  to  comment  on 
this,  as  it  is  only  repeating  remarks  which  we 
have  to  make  almost  daily  It  is  merely  one 
of  the  innumerable  cases  of  murder  left  uii- 
pnuished  because  juries  scandalously  fail  or 
refuse  to  perform  llieir  iXwiy .—Montevideo 
'limes,  May  11.

IT  isto  be  hoped  that  the  president 
of   the    Asoociacao   Commercial    will 
succeed   in   his   effort    to  induce  the 
minister   of   finance  to  maintain  the 
g-ood  faitli    of     the    government     in 
re'rard   to  registered  tradomarlts.

In  April  the  receipts  of  the  Rio  de 
Janeiro  general  revenue  olTice  and  eight 
custom-houses  amounted  to  12.195,- 
753$344,  against  14.966. 900$97i  in 
April,  1899,  and  15,484, 063^702  in  the 
corresponding  month  of  the  preyious 
year. 

For  the  first  fortnight  in  Jlay  the

The 
next  case  was  a  girl  of  14  years  living  with  her 
parents  on  the  Canipo  d'Acclaniac:rio,  who  fell 
ill  on  the  J^th  willi  "lyinphatite,"  according  to 
her  physician,  On  Friday  a  sanitary  inspec- 
tor interfered  and  ordered  a  rigorous  disinfec- 
tion of  the  house,  The  girl  died  the  next 
day.  "We  do  not  say  that  the  disinfeelion 
killed  her,  but  it  might  have  done  so.  All  the 
people  in  the  house,  except  three  students, 
were  at  once  bundled  off  to  the  Jurnjuba 
isolated  hospital  to  await  the  pleasure  of  the 
sanitarv  autocrats.

— The  nunister  of  war  hns  advised  the 
Braziliwn  consul  in  New  York  that  the  mil- 
itary commi-ssion  to  which  the  new  Smith  & 
"Wesson  cavalry  revolver  was  sidmiitted.  has 
reported  favora!>ly  on  it  and  the  weapon  will 
be  adopted  by  the  government  fur  tlie  Brazil- 
ian army, 

— The  New  York  Journal  oj  Comviarc  of 
April  2oth  publishes  the  following  mail  dis- 
patch from  this  K\\y\—Rio  Janciiv.

— Failing  to  get  its  first  offer  for  the  lease 
of  an  edifice  to  the  national  government,  tlie 
Banco  Constructor  e  Agricola  of  Sao  Panic, 
says  a  telegram  of  the  iSlhinst.,  has  now 
offered  the  same  for  a  rental  of  300,000$  a 
year.  It's  a  big  reduction,  from  Soo.oooJ  to 
300,ooo£~but  perhaps  the  first  amount  stated 
«-as  a  mistake.  Sometimes  3  and  H  look  very 
much  alike  in  print. 

— An  English  company,  says  a  S.  Paulo 
exchange,  proposes  to  light  the  town  of  Ube- 
raba,  Minas  Geiaes,  by  means  of  electricity. 
The  plant  will  not  exceed  300,000!  in  cost, 
which  can  be  paid  for  in  tlirte  annual  pay- 
ments. Power  will  be  derived  from  a  turiiine 
placed  in  the  Uberaba  river  4  leagues  from 
the  town,  where  a  force  of  30O  h.  p.  is  counted 
on  in  the  dryest  of  seasons, 

~-In  the  month  of  April  the  deposits  in  the 
goverinnent  savings  bank  {aiixa  economica) 
■amounted  to  1,712,394$  and  the  withdrawals 
to  2,l29i39Sf2li^.

P'vidently  the  people  have  to 
withdraw  their  deposits  from  the  savings  bank 
in  order  to  have  money  for  paying  taxes. 

—  The  president  of  the  Associa^ao  Com- 
mercial of  Rio  de  Janeiro  is  endeavoring  to 
induce  the  minister  of  finance  to  exempt  from 
the  legislativi-  provision  prohii)iting  the  impor- 
tation of  f(rrtign  merchandise  with  labels  in 
Portuguese  such  of  these  labels  as  hive  been 
duly  registered 'here  as  trade-marks.  He  con- 
tends that  it  is  unconstitutional  to  prohibit 
the  importation  of  merchandise  with,  these 
labels. 

— A  very  fruitful  source  of  economy,  liie 
niiuister  of  finance  should  know,  would  be  the 
su.spension  of  newspaper  snbsiiiie.s  and  of  the 
republication  of  laudatory  and  oth'T  articles 
in  Uie  paid  colunins  of  the  press.  Just  how  a 
series  of  articles  written  by  Jos^  Estevam  in 
the  Cotteio  I\iulislaiw  on  the  alleged  nio- 
tiarchist  conspiracy,  is  being  widely  repub- 
lished, of  course  at  the  cost  of  the  treasury. 
Why  not  drop  it  and  save  the  money  ? 


— The  American  consul  at  Para  is  still 
trumpeting  for  the  investment  of  American 
capital  in  the  Amazon  valley  —  in  rubber 
estates,  railways  and  all  aorlli  of  things.  No 
one  should  be  niisleil  in  tliis  matter,  if  the 
American  capitalist  is  inclined  to  take  any 
such  risk  he  should  spemi  at  least  six  months 
at  I'ard  and  Mandos  before  deciding. 

—  The  !)eantie,s  of  excessive  taxation  may 
be  seen  to  perfection  just  now  011  the  other 
side  of  the  bay,  where  the  cultivation  of 
vegetables  has  been  given  \ip  because  of  the 
export  taxes  on  produce  brouglit  over  to  this 
city,  and  where  hawkers  of  fruits,  vegetables, 
leiiha,  etc.,  are  disiippearing  from  the  streets 
because  of  the  burdensome  licence  taxes 
imposed.  Possibly  the  minister  of  li nance 
might  learn  something  useful  over  there. 

—  The  o^^  uers  of  the  large  confeclioiiery  at 
No.  iS,  Ivargo  de  S.  P'ranciaco  de  Paula  have 
proposed  an  assignment  to  their  creditor^;. 
Thev  attribute  to  the  present  commercial  crisi.s 
their  inalulitv  to  meet  tlieir  obligations.  And 
tlu-v  might  'have  added  that  this  crisis  has 
l)ecn  greatly  intensified 'by  new  and  i)urdeii- 
sonie  taxes,  which  are  absoriiing  money  pres- 
singly  required  by  mei'chants  in  their  business 
transactions.  Does  JMiiiister  Jlurtinho  want 
still  more  evidence? 

— Tliere  was  a  meeting  of  business  men  at 
the  Ceutro  Coniinercial  yesterday  to  consider 
a  projected  reform  of  the  new  bankruptcy 
law,  which  is  cansing  so  much  dissatisfaction 
in  business  circles.  The  project  is  to  be  sent 
to  congress,  where  it  will  donbtle.ss  receive 
very  little  attention.  The  law  as  it  stands  pro- 
tects the  debtor  and  renders  bankruptcy  so 
easv  that  creditors  really  have  no  protection 
at  law  against  dishonest  debtors.  Their  only 
course,  if  congress  refuses  to  modify  the  law. 
will  he  to  sell  oidy  for  cash  on  delivery,  and 
we  should  be  glad  to  see  this  rule  enforced. 

— The  minister  of  finance  has  completed  tlh' 
negotiation  with  Sr.  Julio  Benevides  for  the 
creation  of  a  tax-collector's  post  on  the  Rio  I5M , 
or  Putimayo,  on  the  frontier  between  Brazil 
and  Colond)ia.  Sr.  Benavides  enjoys  a  con- 
cession for  the  steam  navigation  of  that 
river,  and  naturally  he  wants  no  tronblesonie 
competition.  So  he  asks  for  a  customs  official 
and  offers  to  pay  all  expenses  himself,  which 
the  minister,  strangely  enough,  has  accepted. 
And  now  the  miidster  of  war  is  asked  for  a 
detachment  of  soldiers  to  protect  the  official. 
Some  of  these  days  there  will  be  interesting 
developments  from  S.  Francisco,  which  is  the 
name  of  the  new  post.
